Newly submitted claims 28, 32-38, 59-61 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention 
originally claimed for the following reasons: the new invention is directed to method of causing or detecting a cytotoxic immune 
response. The Office issued a written ristriction on 5/9/2003 and the Applicant(s) opted for a different invention.. The previously 
examined claimed invention was directed to cytotoxic T cell epitope. The search for newly added claims is not overlapping and it 
would require undue burden to search and examine the newly submitted invention(s). 

Since Applicants have received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 28, 32-38, 59-61 are withdrawn 
from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1. 142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. As a consequence the 
amendment filed on 1/8/2004 is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03).
